When Moses died, the mantle 
of leadership fell to Joshua, 
who was entrusted with the 
privilege and responsibility of 
leading the Chosen People into 
the Lai _ of Promise.

AN OLD PORCH SWING 


Homes built several years 
ago seemed to have several 
things in common: large rooms 
with high ceilings, an upstairs, 
inadequate plumbing, plenty of 
closet space (in most cases) 
and a large front porch. 

An old home we owned when 
1 was a child had all these 
characteristics, andinthe sum- 
mertime the front porch was 
a popular meeting place for 
relatives and friends. 

Soon after the evening meal, 
we all gathered and the for- 
tunate ones got to sit down 
in one of the swings on the 
porch, Actually only one of 
them was a ‘‘store-bought”’ 
swing; the other one was built 
by my father out of an old, 
worn-out sofa. In those days, 
however, it was called a da- 
venet or davenport. 

The sofa had a sturdy 
frame and when the upholstery 
and springs were removed, it 
was a rather simple job to add 
a few slats to make a first- 
class swing. 

When the tree-frogs and 
katydids began their evening 
serenade, the creaking of the 
swing added its almost musical 
accompaniment. Sometimes the 
younger children fell asleep, 
especially if the conversation 
was not interesting to them. 

On Friday and Saturday nights 
the Grand Ole Opry was 
broadcast and Dad frequently 


moved the radio near a window 
so we could listen to the 
music from Nashville. 1! of- 
ten heard the expression, 
“I’m going back to the wagon, 
boys--these shoes are a-killin’ 
me!’’ These words by an Opry 
announcer became almost sy- 
nonymous with country music. 

Sometimes we got our gui- 
tars and sang, but this acti- 
vity was usually reserved for 
a lazy Sunday afternoon. 

Dad was a good story 
teller and his favorites were 
ghost stories. The night seemed 
to pull itself around us and 
the shadows, the trees and 
bushes made the tales seem 
even more believable. 


It’s a shame we don't have 


large front porches now and 
the passing of the old porch 
swing is very sad.

Knowing how to get top 
dollar for your timber can be 
achieved in part by doing the 
following, insofar as possible. 

In a broad sense, landowners 
should know what kind of prod- 
ucts they have to offer. That 
is, whether he has pulpwood 
Saw logs, piling or fence posts. 
He must know, fairly close, the 
volume he has to offer. 

He must know what the gen- 
eral market price is - whether 
the market is up or down from 
previous years. 

1. Always sell timber dir- 
ectly to the user whenever pos- 
sible. 

2. Get as many buyers as 
possible to bid on the timber. 
Competition usually results in 
higher prices for your tim- 
ber. ; 

3. Take advantage of mar- 
keting experience of neighbors 
and friends; also check with 
your nearest State Forestry 
Agency. 

4. Do not depend entirely 
on local markets, especially 
when high grade timber such 
as Veneer logs are involved. 

5. Try to sell your timber

As the grass 
dies down in the fall, you can 
cut it down as low as you want 
to then. 


THANKFUL 

What a difference good 
rains make! Most areas of 
the country have received good 
rainfall this week. The weather 
this past week has just been 
tailor-made for peanut pro- 
duction. Most growers are 
expecting those peanuts to 
bloom and peg down and put 
On a good crop. 


for what it is best suited. 

6. Do not sell during per- 
iods when timber is at a low, 
as it will stand without any 
problems until the market goes 
up. The only exceptions are 
when there is a disaster such 
as fire, tornado, or hurricane 
damage, or if insects have 
infested the stand. 

7. Do not sell when timber 
is in a fast-growing stage, as 
a sale at this time would re- 
sult in not being able to get 
the volume possible in a few 
short years. 

8. Draw up a good cutting 
contract to be signed and 
fulfilled and followed by both 
parties.

NO TILL ON THE UP SWING 

With increases in the price 
of fuel and the demand to com- 
pete, farmers are searching 
for faster, more efficient ways 
of handling their crops. Be- 
cause of the growing demand 


for food, it has required the 
taking in of land not suited 
for conventional tillage meth- 
ods without extreme erosion. 
And especially with the 
drought of our soils in Coffee 
County, ‘‘no-till’’ or minimum 
tillage methods are becoming 
more popular. 


By the year 2000 it is pre- 
dicted that farmers will be 
planting 80 percent of their 
crops under some typeof mini- 
mum tillage program. Under 
the no-till method, the farm- 
er saves time, fuel, and gets 
better yields. The moisture 
is higher under the thack and 
temperature is cooler which 
adds up to higher yields dur- 
ing droughty summers. Soil 
losses could be reduced by 
50 percent by the turn of the 
century which will meet the 
anti-pollution requirements 
of the future. By decreasing 
the sediment into the streams 


everybody would benefit. 

Over fifteen farmers bought 
no-till planters last year. Many 
combinations of practices were 
used. Some planted in land 
that was disked several times, 
others planted in corn resi- 
due from last year’s crop and 
some planted into a small grain 
cover crop. With the dry wea- 
ther all the crops were hit 
hard; howeyes all the farm- 
ers I spoke to indicated that 
the no-till planter is truly the 
system of the future. 

Chappie Curington of Enter- 
prise says that a peanut field 
hext to his no-till corn field 
showed some washes, but the 
wash stopped when it entered 
the corn field. 

Murray Lunsford and Tom 
Grimsley both bought two-row 


planters, and were very 
pleased with the way they 
planted. They agreed that 
there were some problems 


they had to correct and some 
newthings they had to learn 
but they felt next year every- 
thing would go smoother. 

If you are interested in no- 
till planting, contact one of 
these farmers or your local 
Soil Conservation Service to 
find out some additional facts.

Coach Wood Pleased With Opening Week Of 


‘We had a good week of

Fish Kills Occur 
in Hot, Dry 


Weather 


The recent outbreak of fish 
kills in ponds in Alabama is a 
seasonal phenomenon at this 
time of year, according to 
Game and Fish Division offi- 
cials. 

The hot, dry weather, coup- 
led with overcast, cloudy 
skies creates this problem, ac- 
cording to Fisheries Section 
Chief Sam L. Spencer. He 
said the miscroscopic algae 
present in a pond requires sun- 
light to survive. When this 
needed sunlight is not available, 
the algae begins to die. This 
algae gives a pond its green 
color. 

As this microscopic plant 
life dies, the amount of dis- 
solved oxygen im a pond de- 
creases coprespondingly be- 
cause the dying plant life 
consumes the dissolved oxy- 
gen. This decreasing amount 
of dissolved oxygen places a 
strain on the fish to obtain 
their required oxygen. When 
oxygen supply becomes in- 
adequate, the fish begin to 
suffocate. 

Spencer said the best time 
to check a pond to determine 
if this condition exists is just 
after daylight. ‘‘The pond has 
been without sunlight all night 
and the amount of oxygen is at 
its lowest level. If the pond 
owner sees fish near the sur- 
face gasping for air, then he 
may be fairW certain that his 
pond has low oxygen con- 
tent, and he should contact the 
Fisheries Section of the Game 
and Fish Division in Mont- 
gomery at once and describe 
the symptoms to a biologist.”’ 

It’s possible that an imme- 
diate phosphate fertilization 
program, recommended by a 
biologist, may correct the 
problem within a day or so 
without the loss of a_ large 
number of fish. 

Pesticides and other forms 
of pollution in a pond can also 
cause fish kills. But if these 
factors are not present, it’s 
a good bet that an inadequate 
dissolved oxygen supply is the 
culprit in a fish kill.

Opp Grocery Cwner 
Killed Monday Morning 


Covington County Sheriff's’ 
deputies report that their de- 
partment has no leads at this 
time in the shooting death of 
Rex Carnley, a 43-year-old 
merchant whose body was dis- 
covered Monday by a custo- 
mer at his grocery store on 
U.S. 84. 


Carnley was found lying in 
& pool of blood about 6 a.m. 
when a customer came into his 
store. in a manner remini- 
scent of the recent shooting 
of James L. (Junior) Counts, 
the victim had several gunshot 
wounds to the head and there 
was evidence that a robbery 
had taken place. 

A small caliber weapon is 

believed to have been used in 


the murder. Information about 
the direction from which the 
victim was shot is not being 
released by authorities at this 
time. 

An autopsy is being con- 
ducted on the victim, who re- 
sided about two miles from 
‘town. Findings will be made 
known in a week to 60 days, 


according to Sheriff's deputies. 


It has not been determined 


whether Carnley was killed 
during the night or if the 
shooting occurred when he 


opened his store Monday morn- 
ing. 

An around-the-clock inves- 
tigation is continuing into the 
case, but so far there have been 
no leads discovered inthe case, 
deputies said.
